If you recall the absolute failure 


of the men who did not test their 
seed corn in the Spring of 1918, yon 
will certainly want to test this year. 
Seed corn that has been tested and 
found good is going to be scarce and 
hard to get. If you have not already 
tested jour seed or located some that 
is sure to grow, attesd to it at once 
as the delay may mean the loss of 
half a crop of corn at a time when 
the feed will be the chief factor in 
your livestock program.

The condition of the corn this year 


seems to be equally as poor in ger- 
mination as it was two yeara ago. 
This condition was brought about by 
he unusually high moisture content 
>f the corn last fall, followed by the 
'reezing weather before the corn was 
iroperly dried out.

exhibita from 39 different counties 
at the state show held in Harrisburg 
ast January, showed the folllowing 
results.

so 


much of which is still used in Clear- 
ifield county for seed, untested. 


If you recall the absolute failure 


of the men who did not test their 
seed corn in the Spring of 1918, yon 
will certainly want to test this year. 
Seed corn that has been tested and 
found good is going to be scarce and 
hard to get. If you have not already 
tested jour seed or located some that 
is sure to grow, attesd to it at once 
as the delay may mean the loss of 
half a crop of corn at a time when 
the feed will be the chief factor in 
your livestock program. 


If you have some seed for 
sale, 


kindly let the County Farm Agent 
know of it or if you desire to ob- 
tain some, drop a line and he will be 
glad to assist you in obtaining good 
seed from a reliable source.
